Drainage Tax Settlement 
Is * Great ` Boon 
To Area 


Talla} » Fla, July- 24— 
Pioneers of a vast agricultural 
frontier—the Florida Everglades— 
‘Rre-Weing rescued again, this time 
from a burden of debts and taxes 
that has retarded development. of 
the fertile marshlands potentially 
capable of producing more winter 
vegetables than the entire nation 
could consume. 

‘Farmers ‘have teen beset by 
flodds and hurricanes, then, para- 
ddxically, by fire, in their efforts 
to cultivate the huge alligator-in- 
fested-swamp that is a 4,500,000 
acre backyard for the resort 
cities of Palm Beach and Miami. 

‘The dredging of hundreds of 
miles of canals, the construction 
of flood levees around Lake. Okee- 
chobee ‘and the cost of fire control 
methods imposed a $17,500,000 
debt the landowners were unabl 
to pay. Tax collections dwindled 
to a trickle. 

Out of this financial choas the 

state now is bringing a semblance 
of order by reducing the debt ap- 
proximately $5,600,000 through re- 
funding of bonds. 
Reclamation of the Everglades 
has caused one headache after an- 
other-ever since efforts were be- 
gun-to tap this agricultural gold 
mine.

The report for 
this fiscal year, June 30, 1941, 
hows 21° markets in opefation 
with total sales of $10,798,612.79 
and an increase of 49 percent over 
those of a year ago. 
Nathan Mayo, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, told the Jacksonvill 
geting that about 14 years ago 
he realized\that something must 
Be done to-iniprove the condition 
of Florida farmers and growers.|

a bond* syndicate. -Authorizing 
legislation was pushed through én 
a few hours. 

Settlement of the debt on terms 
ranging from 20 to.57 cents on the 
dollar effected the tremendous re- 
duction in the amount. The maxi- 
mum, tax levy was slashed /more 
than two-thirds, Property-dwners 
were offered a chance to settle 
their delinquent taxes, amounting 
to more than $20,000,000, by pay- 
ing two-year assessments at the 
reduced rate. 

The pjcture became éven bright- 
er when the Reconstruction Fi- 
hance Corporation offered to buy 
all the refunding bonds. “Governcr 
Holland said this. was extremely 
limportant, “since it- assures the 
district of having only one credi- 
tor, and that a friendly one.
